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SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens 
of  West  Gardiner  Maine.  Gentlemen : 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  first  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  the  schools  of  West,  Gardiner. 

On  assuming  my  duties  I  found  that  the  condition  of 
the  text  books  required  my  immediate  attention,  and  I  at 
once  set  about  to  remedy  this  defect.  The  Readers  seem- 
ed to  be  in  the  worst  condition,  so  Edson-Laing  Readers 
were  purchased  and  have  been  giving  good  satisfaction. 
Carpenter's  Geographical  Readers  were  bought  for  the 
McKinley  School,  together  with  some  New  Stone-Millis 
Arithmetics.  Brigham  &  McFarlane  and  Maury's  Geog- 
raphies were  placed  in  a  few  of  the  schools.  The 
revised  edition  of  the  Scott-Southward  English  books 
were  introduced. 

With  a  larger  appropriation,  the  coming  year,  the 
other  necessary  books  can  be  secured. 

A  course  of  study  should  be  introduced  in  the  schools, 
and  as  the  State  Department  is  working  on  a  course  of 
study  which  can  be  used,  through-out  the  State,  I  think  it 
would  be  advisable  to  adopt  theirs.  A  few  copies  of  the 
''Course  of  Studies"  used  in  the  Towns  of  Litchfield, 
Bowdoin  and  Wales  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
f-eachers  and  have  guided  the  teachers  in  grading  the 
dasses . 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term  seven  schools 
were  maintained,  but  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term,  the 
Eranklin  and  the  Neck  Schools  were  closed,  «nd  the  pupirs 
transported.  This  arrangement  has  been  entirely  satis- 
factory and  good  results  have  been  obtained. 

Truancy  has  existed  slightly,  although  colds  and  other 
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diseases  have  kept  more  or  less  of  the  pupils  from  attend- 
ing school  regularly. 

Most  of  the  schools  have  "School  Leagues"  already 
organized.  These  are  very  beneficial  to  the  pupils  in  stim- 
ulating an  interest  in  "speaking"  .and  debating.  The  mon 
~y  raised  by  entertainments  of  the  League  can  be  used 
very  profitably  by  helping  to  buy  school  supplies.  The 
League  movement  is  gaining  in  popularity  throughout  the 
State,  and  is  helping  to  make  the  rural  school  a  social 
center  of  the  community.

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WARRANT  FOR    TOWN  MEETING 


To  Walter  I.  Curtis,  a  constable  in  the  town  of  West 
Gardiner. 
GREETING  :- 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
West  Gardiner,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assem- 
ble at  the  town  house  in  said  town  on  Monday  the  12th  day 
of  March,  A.  D.  1917,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 

Art.  1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meet- 
ing. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  school  committee. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  schools  and  the  poor,  and  the  repairs  of  roads  and 
bridges,  and  to  defray  all  other  town  charges  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes  or  no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to 
entitle  the  town  to  State  aid,  as  provided  in  Section  20  of 
Chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise 
the  sum  of  $533  00  for  the  improvement  of  section  of 
State  Aid  road  as  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission,  in  addition  to  the  amount  regularly 
raised  for  the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges,  the 
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above  amount  being  the  maximum  which  the  town  is  al- 
lowed to  raise  under  provisions  of  Section  19  of  Chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money,  and 
what  sum,  for  the  maintenance  of  State  Aid  highways 
during  the  ensuing  year,  within  the  limits  of  the  town 
under  provision  of  Section  18  of  Chapter  130  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  8.  To  select  one  or  more  fire  wards,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, and  designate  one  of  them  as  fire  inspector. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  expenses  of  decorating 
soldiers  graves. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money  as  recommended  by  the  School  Committee,  for  the 
tuition  at  secondary  schools,  school  books,  supplies  and 
repairs . 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the,  salary  of  superintendent  of  schools  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Superintending  School  Committee  to  maintain  any  school 
in  town  with  an  attendance  of  less  than  eight  scholars  if 
they  think  it  advisable. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  balance 
over  and  above  the  amount  required  by  law  for  tuition  in 
secondary  schools  and  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
same . 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  the 
price  at  twenty  cents  per  hour  for  men  shoveling  snow, 
and  thirty  cents  per  hour  for  a  pair  of  horses  breaking 
roads  in  winter  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 
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Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Treasurer  to  hire  money  to  pay  bills  if  necessary. 

Art.  16.  To  fix  a  time  when  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year 
shall  be  due. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  jurors 
as  recommended  by  the  selectmen. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  re- 
gard to  hiring-  a  physician  to  examine  the  pupils  of  the 
common  schools  yearly,  and  raise  a  sum  of  money  for  the 
same . 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of 
money,  over  and  above  the  amount  for  tuition  ordinarily 
paid  to  secondary  schools. 

Art.  20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

The  selectmen  will  be  in  session  for  the  purpose  of 
correcting  the  list  of  voters  on  the  day  and  at  the  place 
above  named  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon.
